The school went on at Loughrigg View until Mg . o Flemin^^ s 

marriage to Mr John Fleming, a local architect, in 1868, when 

they took Fairfield House. Though Mr Bell had by that time gone 

to school at Kendal, llr Bell's sisters continued in the school 

at Fairfield House till^l879. In 1879 or 1880 Mrs Fleming moved 

the school up to Bellevue, a large house standing above Ambbiide, 

now Kirkstone Brow. The school increased, and at the time vhen 

I first knew it there were about 40 boarders.

House of Education was moved from Springfield to Scale How 
in January 1895, when all the work was carried on in Scale 
How and its grounds. Until then the students had done all 
their work, both as th lectures and in the Practising School, 
in what was called the Lecture Room, now the Y.M.C.A. buildings, 
built by Mr John Fleming for the young men of Ambleside, which 
Miss Mason rented for accommodation for the students during 
t he years 1892 to 1895.
